A. W H IT M O R E 
(State Highway Commissioner) 
Just what motive lies behind the 
attem pt by mandamus proceedings 
to prevent the use of federal road 
funds to finance state highway bond 
depreciation is difficult to determine. 
But whatever the motive,

tempt is contrary to sound public 
policy, destructive and calculated, lf 
successful, 
to 
work 
unexampled 
j hardship upon many innocent peo­ 
ple, destroy the credit of the state, 
and cause an 
enormous 
financial 
loss to the highway department. 
The limited use of federal funds 
for meeting the depreciation on high­ 
way bonds was forced on the High­ 
w ay Commission by the sudden fall- 
;ure of the bond m arket, leaving the 
I commission with a large amount of 
contract and day labor work in pro­ 
cess without available funds to meet 
these obligations. 
The commission, 
seeking a solution of a critical situ­ 
ation, conferred with Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Webb, and the plan of using 
1 funds returned by the government as 
I reimbursement for co-operative road 
construction, was decided upon. Gen­ 
e ra l Webb having passed favorably 
J upon Us legality. 
The first sale was made In Febru- 
j ary, using $226,00(1 of federal funds 
to meet the depreciation on $3,000,- 
i OOO worth of state highway bonds, 
j This sum was used to cancel over 
I $1,000,000 matured obligations ami 
to carry the work along to the pres 
lent. The commission now has pend­ 
ing another sale of $3,400,000, which 
it Is calculated, together with the 
bonds taken by counties and balance

III INTEREST BUIE 


Official announcement was made 
today that the California State Au­ 
tomobile Association and the Auto­ 
mobile Club of Southern California 
will actively oppose any attem pt to 
increase the interest rate on the 
state highway bonds and will launch 
an investigation through engineers 
to determine whether or not 
the 
present tyre of construction is ade­ 
quate for present and future needs. 
The announcement followed u meet­ 
ing of officials and directors of the 
two organizations 
at 
the 
Union 
League Club, San Francisco. 
Two engineers, representing the 
associations, will 
immediately un­ 
dertake a survey of the entire road 
system of California. They will be 
directed to report upon the exact 
conditions of the state highway sys­ 
tem and present detailed Informa­ 
tion establishing whether or not the 
present type of construction is of a 
width and strength to stand up un­ 
der present and future loads. Until 
the exact 
facts have 
been ascer­ 
tained 
the two 
associations hold, 
disregarding the present excessive 
cost and shortage of labor and ma­ 
terial, that it would be folly for the 
state to continue construction of the 
present type of road. 
The bonds at the present rate of 
interest, they bear 4V4 uer cent, are 
unsaleable and to market them, the 
state must endure a higher rate— 
probably 6 per cent—the difference 
between these will add the first year 
$600,000 
to 
the 
state’s 
interest 
charges the first year, or $12,000,000 
in added interest for the life of the 
bonds. Under the present highway 
act., counties pay interest upon all 
amounts expended in their respec­ 
tive counties. Some of the counties, 
with small populations will be beg­ 
gared by the interest sums 
they 
will have to pay lf road construction 
Is completed within their borders. 
These 
counties, 
the 
associations 
hold, must have relief. They take 
the position, in view of these ad­ 
verse conditions, that it would be 
wise to virtually stop construction 
for the time being and by so doing 
save the state 
approximately $20,- 
000,000 in construction costs, $ 12,000,- 
000 In interest for the life of the 
bonds, conserve labor, free railroad 
cars for the movement of crops, and 
adopt a type of road construction, 
if the investigation determines the 
present type inadequate, that will 
endure. 
The specific recommendations of­ 
fered by the two organizations at 
the recent conference with Governor 
Stephens provide for the completion 
of construction work already under 
way, or for contracts signed, for the 
filling in of small gaps in the trunk 
line roads, over bridge approaches 
or fills, and for the building of three 
sections to complete the trunk line 
roads.

Canning of apricots was commenced 
yesterday by the San Bernardino 
Canning Company at D street and 
Rialto avenue. Just how long the 
run on this fruit will continue 
is 
uncertain, but it is probable 
that 
the plant will continue in operation 
the greater part of the time until 
late in the fall when tom atoes will 
lie the last item handled for the sea­ 
son unless It should be determined 
to handle olives this year, as has 
been contemplated. 
Apricots coming in now are from 
the’ Hanning district, being grown on 
the Indian reservation by the na­ 
tives there. They are of the early 
varieties and of very good quality. 
They will be canned in water, owing 
to the sugar situation. 
The late apricots will come in dur­ 
ing the fore part of July and will be 
followed by the peaches 
The canning situation in Southern 
California, as well as elsewhere, is 


very uncertain. The sugar question 
[is bothering seriously, though many 
fruits can be canned without sugar. 
However, just how ini/eh of 
this 
class of canned fruit the m arket will 
absorb Is a question. 
Prices on apricots and poaches are 
also a deterrent factor with some of 
the canners. 
They assert that they 
cannot pay the prices asked for fruit 
and make a reasonable profit In the 
face of the prices fixed for the fin­ 
ished product by the markets.
